Traffic  l»y  Compromise 

From  nine  fatalities  in  the  Greater  Vic 
tona  area,  up  25  per  cent  to  date  this  year, 
and  s serious  accident  on  Foui  Mile  Hill, 
where  a narrow  highway  and  a central  line 
continue  to  make  obvious  trouble,  one  can 
turn  for  cornu  relief  to  the  city's  latest  con- 
sideration of  the  two  traffic  islands'  on 
Blanshard  Street  north  of  the  Pandora  Ave- 
nue intersection.  Here,  in  the  wisdom  of  the 
City  Fathers,  traffic  is  to  he  managed  by 
"compromise,”  by  "splitting  the  difference” 
between  divergent  points  of  view  of  the  Chief 
of  Police,  the  Fire  Chief  and  other  civic  of- 
ficials. including  an  engineer  Instead  of  two 
islands  there  is  to  be  one,  and  that  one  will 
be  cut  back  not  ^5  feet,  but  -20  feet' 

A Solomon — who  had  never  known  urban 
vehicular  traffic — cpuld  not  have  done  better. 
A traffic  expert  in  the  twentieth  century,  on 
the  other  hand,  might  easily  tear  hts  hair 
over  the  theory  of  guiding  traffic  "by  com- 
promise One  doubts  if  it  can  be  done  It 
seems,  to  our  eye  at  least,  that  traffic  is  some- 
thing that  must  be  made  to  flow  and  keep 
flowing,  that  this  can  be  done  by  taking  the 
main  congestion  points  and  freeing  them  of 
congestion;  by  instituting  luch  signals  and 
devices  as  will  do  most  of  that  automatically, 
sanely  and  rationally;  and,  in  the  case  of 
Greater  Victoria,  doing  it  now. 

Outside  of  minor  discussion  over  what  is 
to  be  done  at  the  intersection  of  Hillside  and 
Quadra  Streets — where  of  a certainty  some- 
thing will  have  to  be  done — the  city  does 
not  appear  to  have  made  much  headway  with 
its  main  traffic  problem.  There  has  been  the 
repeated  excuse  of  lack  of  signal  equipment, 
of  waiting  for  this  and  waiting  for  that, 
but  small  evidence  that  any  real  master  plan 
of  traffic  control  is  yet  in  existence  or  even 
contemplated.

Triumph  of  Inertia 

Friday's  meeting  of  the  City  Council  of 
Victoria  would  seem  to  sum  up  the  triumph 
of  inertia  which  has  blocked  the  issue  of  civic 
amalgamation  here  for  more  than  three  years. 

I he  desultory,  rambling  and  wholly  ineltec 
tual  discussion  wandered  away  from  it*  cen- 
tral point  and  did  not  return  to  it  I here  was 
confessed  ignorance  of  what  amalgamation 
would  m an.  There  was  a tired  report  on  two 
committees,  eighteen  months  and  eight 
months  old,  rcsjxctivcly.  which  had  been 
struck,  but  which  had  not  reported.  I here 
was  some  idle  talk  about  shotgun  marriage 
and  "annexation."  and  then  the  eight-month- 
old  committee  was  instructed  to  bring  in  a 
report  a month  hence. 

Meanwhile,  before  the  Council  was  a 
straight  recommendation  that  a referendum 
be  taken  at  the  polls  in  December  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  amalgamation.  A lower  school  stu- 
dent, one  imagines,  could  understand  what 
that  means.  If  Victoria  took  this  lead  by  con- 
sulting the  electors  on  their  views,  the  sur- 
rounding municipalities  could  scarcely  refrain 
from  following  suit;  no  matter  how  disinter- 
ested the  reeve  of  one  of  them  may  declare 
himself  to  be.  A vote  on  the  principle  would 
commit  no  area  to  union,  but  it  would  show 
what  the  people  wish.  Without  that  guidance 
each  of  the  four  municipalities  is  talking  in 
the  dark  With  it.  the  Provincial  Legislature 
could  be  asked  for  a permissive,  enabling 
statute.  Then  there  would  exist  tome  machin 
ery  whereby  civic  union  could  come,  when 
and  as  the  several  parts  of  the  Greater  Vic- 
toria area  wished  it. 

Esquimalt.  if  one  can  read  the  signs  aright, 
would  be  sympathetic  to  such  a proposal,  and 
to  such  action  paving  the  way  for  direct  and 
detailed  discussions  later.  It  would  be  a logical 
first  step,  as  has  already  been  pointed  out. 
It  is  equally  clear  that  it  is  towards  Fsquimalt 
that  Victoria  inevitably  will  expand,  if  pres- 
ent attitudes  in  civic  administrations  on  her 
other  flanks  are  maintained.  No  community 
of  more  than  100,000  people  can  stand  still 
Three  years  of  "reports”  have  not  advanced 
the  cause  of  union  by  one  single  step.  Up  to 
the  present,  inertia  has  triumphed  all  along 
the  line.  Yet  amalgamation  will  come  It  is  a 
community  first  need. 

To  plead  ignorance  oCthe  effects  and  bene- 
fits of  amalgamation  after  the  able  work  done 
by  Mr.  Forrest  L.  Shaw  while  city  solicitor, 
and  many  others  since,  is  to  confess  inatten- 
tion to  one  of  the  first  opportunities  facing 
the  united  community  Frankly,  if  the  people 
cannot  find  administrators  who  will  lead 
them  in  the  direction  they  wish  to  go.  they 
will  be  apt  to  look  around  for  those  who  will.

Righl-of-Way 

Traffic  accidents  in  tbe  downtown  area 
are  fortunately  not  too  frequent,  but  near- 
mishap!  occur  almost  every  day,  particularly 
those  in  which  pedestrians  are  involved.  The 
rights  of  pedestrians  and  drivers  seem  none 
too  clear  in  most  minds,  and  the  clarification 
offered  by  the  Chief  of  Police  should  be  noted 
for  future  guidance.  Rxccpt  where  traffic 
lights  are  in  use.  pedestrians  come  first  it  they 
are  obeying  the  regulations  which  provide 
walking  strips  at  intersections  The  develop- 
ment of  motor  traffic  has  not  pushed  the  man 
on  foot  into  the  background,  that  fact  should 
be  remembered. 

At  intersections  where  lighting  signals  are 
installed,  foot  and  motor  traffic  move  to- 
gether in  the  same  direction.  Where  there  are 
90  signals  the  pedestrian  has  the  right  of  way 
if  be  is  travelling  within  tbe  yellow  lines  laid 
out  for  his  convenience  and  safety.  Motorists 
arc  supposed  to  give  him  priority  of  passage. 

A pedestrian  jay- walking  by  crossing  in  the 
middle  of  a block  which  has  these  safety 
zones  painted  at  the  intersections  does  so  at 
hu  own  risk  and  in  violation  of  the  traffic 
regulations.  The  motorist  has  the  right  of 
way  here.  In  blocks  where  there  are  no  signals 
and  no  yellow  lines  at  rhe  intersections  the  couver 
pedestrian  comes  first.

It  has  been  Mid  even  that  the  in- 
dependence of  India  would  be  cheap  at  the 
price  of  many  thousand*  of  lives,  even  as 
unity  in  the  United  State*  came  only  through 
a costly  civil  war.  The  sad  part  is  that  the 
savagery  that  ha*  taken  place  in  both  new 
Dominions  of  the  Indian  sub-continent  has 
followed  the  granting  of  full  and  complete 
loverngnty.  not  preceded  it.  It  is  hindsight 
to  say  that  some  of  this  might  have  been  fore- 
seen. that  in  view  of  rhe  fierce  religious  con-
